The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected

Under 
no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Port  Wayne , Indiana,  be  or  be  held 
responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner  or  owners 
for  said  condemnation  of  property  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or 
bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such  property 
damages,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by 
the  city  from  the  assessments  for  such  damages  to  property  or  such 
moneys  as  said  city  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.
